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Shaping the future 


New masterplan document proposing a transformation of Haverhill town centre has 
been published - and you can have your say when the consultation opens on Monday

THIS is what Haverhill’s Jubilee 
Walk car park could look like in 15 
years time. 

A new masterplan document has 
been published which proposes 
transforming the town centre over 
the coming years - and whether you 
like or loathe its suggestions, now’s 
the time to have your say. 

Planning experts David Lock 
Associates have proposed a new 
town square called “Jubilee Place” in 
the Jubilee Walk car park opposite 
the old Co-op building, as well as 
more retail facilties, offices and 
housing. 

They have divided the centre of 
Haverhill into four separate quad¬ 
rants. The “Commercial and Leisure 
Heart” would feature “Jubilee Place” 
and the current Cineworld Leisure 
complex on Ehringhausen Way. 

The “21st Century Market Place” 
would cover the current market 
place and the historic Chauntry 
Mills textile factory buildings, which 
could be renovated. 

The other two quadrants would be 
the “Queen Street Quarter” featur¬ 
ing independent retailers and cafes 
around Queen Street, and 
“Southside”, an “urban village” 
involving a renovated Wisdom 
toothbrush factory. The Southside 
quarter could also accommodate 
further education fcailities. 
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VISION: How the 
proposed Jubilee 
Place could look 
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A consultation on the document 
will be launched on Monday, June 8, 
after it was unanimously approved 
by the St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council cabinet at a meeting last 
Thursday. 

At the meeting, leader of the coun¬ 
cil John Griffiths said: “We are all 


extremely excited about this. We are 
very keen to continue our work in 
Haverhill.” 

The consultation will run for six 
weeks, finishing on July 17. 

As well as the questionnaire being 
available online, paper copies will be 
available at locations in the town 


including the library, the arts centre 
and Haverhill House. 

A number of consultation events 
will also be held in Haverhill 
throughout June and July to raise 
awareness of the masterplan. 

These include a visit from a special 
Town Centre Masterplan Bus to the 


town’s Market Square from July 2 to 
4, and to the Castle Manor 
Community Extravanganza on the 
Recreation Ground on June 27. 
The driving force behind 
the creation of the master- 
plan is ONE Haverhill, an 
independent partnership 
that brings together rep¬ 
resentatives from local 
government, business, 
education, the police 
force and others. 

Chair of ONE Haverhill 
Sarah Howard said: “It’s 
really, really exciting. It 
shows real aspiration and 
real progress, but to me it feels 
do-able. 

“It looks like something we can 
actually use to create a new town 
centre, which is what we so desper¬ 
ately need.” 

After the consultation, David Lock 
Associates will alter the masterplan 
to take into account the feedback 
they have been given. They hope to 
have a final version ready by 
September. 

This version will then be submitted 
to St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
for adoption as a formal “supple¬ 
mentary planning document”. 

This means it would act as a guide 
for future developments in the town.

No dog mess fines 
issued for 3 years 



THE borough council has not issued 
any fines for dog fouling in the last 
three years. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
have the power to impose a flat £50 
fine on anyone not picking up after 
their dog. 

However, recent numbers issued by 
the council, which has not employed 
dog wardens for five years, reveal that 
they have not imposed this fine on a 
single person in the last three years. 

Dog fouling is an ongoing problem 
in the town and across the borough, 
said town, borough and county coun¬ 
cillor Tony Brown. 

“There’s no enforcement. For them 
not to have issued any fines is abso¬ 
lutely dire,” he said. 

“It just shows that it’s lip service. I’m 
really disappointed. I would like to 
see a crackdown. 

“Residents are very concerned about 
it, especially this time of year when 
there are youngsters running about 
on the grass.” 

The Haverhill Rugby Club’s pitch is 
one of the many green spaces in 
Haverhill affected by dog owners not 
picking up after their pets. 

Their clubhouse manager Jane 
Marper says that before each game 
members of the club have to go out 
with shovels and gloves to clear the 
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mess off the pitch. 

She said: “I’ve been past people 
myself and said: ‘Excuse me, your dog 
just messed’. 

“I’ve never seen anybody actually 
booked for their dog fouling. 

“More bins would help, and bet¬ 
ter signs. Maybe some people 
don’t know where they are. 

“It’s a big issue and I know 
we are not the only people 
who think that. Dog own¬ 
ers should be a bit more 
responsible. It’s dangerous 
and it carries diseases.” 

Green party borough 
councillor Julia Wakelam 
said: “The council is not put¬ 
ting any resources into it. 

“Standing in a pile of dog poo is 
repulsive, and healthwise it’s really 
dangerous, particularly for small 
children. 

“I think we need more education. It 
can’t cost the council a huge amount 
to start putting up information. 

“It’s about shaming the owners into 
picking up. We’ve all got camera¬ 
phones. Why don’t we just take a pic¬ 
ture when we see it happening? Then 


no-one can say there’s no evidence.” 

Although the borough council have 
not issued any fines for dog fouling, 
they have issued 11 fines for littering 
over the past year, and five the year 
before. 

They also provide dog and litter bins 
and signs reminding people to clear 
up their mess. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
appreciate that dog’s mess is an 
issue and we can carry out 
enforcement if a community 
provides sufficient informa¬ 
tion as to the offender’s 
name, and where and when 
they tend to walk their dog. 

“Our waste services staff 
do respond to concerns 
raised by residents and 
patrol hot spot areas. 

“While no one has been 
caught and fined, our staff have 
handed out dog waste bags, writ¬ 
ten to residents suspected of failing to 
pick after their dog, and have put up 
extra signs as a result. 

“Neither St Edmundsbury or Forest 
Heath council has employed a dog 
warden for more than five years. 

“When we did, we only issued a 
handful of fines as catching a dog 
walker in the act of not picking up 
after his or her dog is quite difficult.”

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Town mayor full of praise for ‘crucial’ Haverhill firm 


HAVERHILL’S mayor has called a local firm 
“the human body” of the town and said she 
hopes it will continue employing residents. 

Recently-appointed Mayor of Haverhill, 

Betty McLatchy, visited the pharmaceutical 
manufacturers Sanofi which employs more 
than 300 people. 

A former nurse, Cllr McLatchy said she was 
impressed by the “efficiency” and attention 
to safety of the Rookwood Way firm. 

She said: “It kind of like working inside a 
human body, it’s so efficient. 

“I was very impressed by the staff and the 
team here. I understand they work a lot with 
the local schools. 

“I would like to see them expand and take 
on more people. They are a crucial part of 
employment in Haverhill.” 

Cllr McLatchy was accompanied by the 
deputy mayor, David Roach, town clerk, Colin 
Poole and the Mayor’s consort, Ivor 
McLatchy. 

Together they were given a tour of the 
manufacturing plant and an insight into the 
various products made there. 

The firm makes active ingredients for 
kidney dialysis. 

Stephanie Manning, chair of the Community 
Relations Committee said: “Their visit to the 
site primarily focused on our current links 
within the local community, in addition to 
touring our continuous manufacturing plant 
and learning more about the products that 
are manufactured and distributed by the site. 

“Following the meeting I am keen to 
engage with new ventures within the local 
community, which had been brought to our 
attention during the visit.” 

Cllr McLatchy took over from outgoing 
mayor Roger Andre two weeks ago. 

She has so far raised £12,500 towards an 
ultrasound machine in Haverhill by 
fundraising and and has set up a weekend 
walk-in first aid scheme at the Burton Centre 
in Camps Road.

Appeal after 
man injured 
in street 

POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses after a man was 
injured in Haverhill High 
Street. 

The 21-year-old 

Lithuanian man received 
a five inch gash above his 
right eye, and a broken left 
thumb around 2.30am on 
Sunday, May 31. 

Police believe he may 
have been attacked with a 
broken bottle somewhere 
between William Hill 
bookmakers and the post 
office on the High Street. 

The man was wearing 
blue jeans and a black 
T-shirt with a white logo. 

He is six foot three inch¬ 
es tall, slim, with short 
cropped hair. 

One of the possible 
attackers was described 
by a witness as being tall, 
with a large build and dark 
hair, around 25 years old, 
wearing a checked shirt 
and dark jeans. 

The other possible 
attacker was described as 
wearing a light coloured 
T-shirt and dark jeans.

Officers ‘taser’ 
man armed with 
pickaxe handle 


POLICE used a taser on a 
man who threatened them 
with a pickaxe handle on 
Sunday night. 

This is the first time in a 
“long while” that police have 
used a taser in Haverhill, 
according to Inspector Peter 
Ferrie. 

The station now has three 
officers on every shift trained 
to use the taser. Previously, 
they would have had to call 
on an officer from Bury St 
Edmunds to use it. 

The incident occurred when 
officers were called to a 
report of a violent domestic 
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incident on May 31. 

Police were confronted by 
the resident, swinging a pick¬ 
axe handle and threatening 
violence. 

They warned him to put the 
pickaxe down numerous 
times, according to police, 
and when he didn’t he was 
tasered and arrested. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “We 
have now got three officers 
on each shift who are trained 
to use the taser. 

“They only use it in a frac¬ 
tion of incidents, but on this 


occasion we were able to pro¬ 
tect ourselves and the public. 

“This is the first time in a 
very long while we have 
tasered somebody in 
Haverhill.” 

Jason Chaplain, of Hazel 
Close, Haverhill, was charged 
on Monday with two counts 
of assault by beating and with 
possession of an offensive 
weapon in a public place. 

He appeared at Ipswich 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday 
morning and pleaded guilty. 

He is being held in custody 
at Bury St Edmunds awaiting 
report on June 10.

A SERIES of poems about birds, 
written to entertain his children, 
has landed a Haverhill nature lover 
his first book deal. 

Father-of-two Carl Mynott wrote 
and illustrated The Birds at the 
Bottom of the Garden and The Birds 
Down the Lane which he initially 
self-published. 

But following the success of the 
two illustrated poetry collections, 
the 39-year-old will now see his 
books printed by a publishing 
house. 

Mr Mynott, who is father to Hope, 
6, and Ashley, 4, said: “It started 
off with me drawing pictures of 
birds in the garden - I’m a bit of an 
enthusiast myself - and showing 
them to the kids. 

“I posted the pictures on 


Facebook and it blossomed from 
there. 

“People started telling me I 
should get them published and I 
thought ‘that’s never going to 
happen’ so I decided to publish 
them myself.” 

The books each feature 
illustrations of 10 different bird 
species which are accompanied by 
a collection of rhyming couplets. 

He is now in the process of 
writing a third book, this time on 
woodland creatures, using the 
same poem and illustrative 
method. 

Mr Mynott added: “It’s a format 
which seemed to work really well. 

“I’ve had some interest from local 
wildlife groups as well now. We will 
just have to see how things go.”

Leaflets and lorry 
park among ideas 
to tackle noise 
and litter misery

STEPS are being taken to 
solve the problem of high 
numbers of lorries parking 
around Haverhill, generat¬ 
ing noise and litter. 

Town councillor Maureen 
Byrne met with Steven 
Morris, the general manager 
of Culina, the logistics com¬ 
pany which is the contractor 
for many of the lorries com¬ 
ing to Haverhill. 

At the meeting, on 
Wednesday, May 27, at 
Culina’s premises in Iceni 
Way, they discussed possible 
solutions to the problem, 
ranging from giving advice to 
drivers to creating a new lorry 
park facility. 

The particular problems 
they focused on were the loud 
music and noise from the 
refrigeration units of lorries, 
and the food waste and 
human waste in bottles and 
bags left by the roadside. 

Cllr Byrne said: “All parties 
accept that the ‘stacking’ of 
heavy goods vehicles around 
our town, particularly on lay¬ 
bys and side roads, is a blight 
on the town and all parties 
have a role to play in address¬ 
ing the issue. 

“All agreed that the proper 
solution is to find space and 
resources to provide a vehicle 
parking area, with appropri¬ 
ate hygiene and catering 
facilities to permit overnight 
or long stay parking off street. 

“Short term proposals were

suggested - leaflets for driv¬ 
ers advising of the impact of 
their stays on local residents 
and suggested alternatives, 
and use of industrial 
estate roads for over¬ 
night stays. 

“Councillors and 
Culina will raise 
the prospect of 
providing a lorry 
park facility with 
SEBC, SCC and any 
landowners who 
may be able to sup¬ 
port the option.” 

Mr Morris of Culina 
said: “We had a good, con¬ 
structive meeting which has 
resulted in a number of 
actions. 

“The key is that we quickly 
remedy the situation to allow 
residents complete peace of 
mind. We will be working 


hard with all stakeholders to 
resolve.” 

They are planning to have 
another meeting on June 15 
to make further pro¬ 
gress. 

As previously 
reported, Marion 
Searle handed in 
her notice to her 
landlord after 
noise from the lor¬ 
ries became 
unbearable. She 
said she didn’t think 
leaflets would have 
any effect and that the 
only solution was a lorry park. 

“We desperately need a lorry 
park but I don’t know whether 
it will happen,” she said. “You 
are going to need funding 
and someone to man the 
park. But I think a lorry park 
is the answer.”

Don’t blame the council 

I WOULD like to make some 
comments further to John 
Edwards letter in the Weekly News 
(May 28) concerning Haverhill 
High Street. 

There are a number of factors that 
determine how a High Street looks 
but none of them have much to do 
with the council. 

Firstly, over many years every 
High Street has changed because 
social and shopping habits 
change. 

In the 1950s most households 
didn’t have refrigeration let alone 
a freezer and most housewives did 
not go out to work. She was too 
busy washing clothes by hand, 
trudging from shop to shop to buy 
the day’s groceries from the baker, 
butcher, greengrocer etc. 

Move forward to today and most 
households can weekly shop at the 
supermarket and store food in 
their freezer and refrigerator. Not 
by choice but because both sexes 
now work full time while trying to 
raise a family. 

This lack of shopping time and 
new technology means shopping 
now is often on-line. There is also 
a critical mass which must be 
reached before enough shoppers 
warrant certain stores opening. 
Because of their historic larger 
size, towns like Bury and 
Cambridge attract shoppers from 
the surrounding villages and this 
is so where there are good public 
transport links. If you live half way 
between Haverhill and one of 
those towns and the bus fare is the 
same either way it is unlikely you 
travel to Haverhill to shop thereby 
compounding Haverhill’s woes. 
What happens to the shops that 
were once thriving suppliers of 
household goods? They close and 
in their place the landlord lets the 
shop to whoever wants to rent it. 

So we get charity shops and 
bookmakers. Love them or hate 
them, they would not stay open if 
they were not used. 

So while the likes of Mr Edwards 
hates these shops lots of other 
people use them because if they 
did not they would close too. 

While Haverhill may have loads of 
the wrong type of shops at least 
most of the shops in town are 
trading and not empty like some 
High Streets. 

There is nothing any council can 
do about which tenant takes up 
which shop. This is after all a free 
society. With this freedom comes 
choice. Your freedom to shop here 
or not, on-line or not. The 
alternative is state control, not just 
of what shops are open, but who 
runs them, what prices they 
charge and what goods can be 
sold. 

I know which system I prefer. 

So don’t blame the council, blame 
social change and if you don’t 
want more of the shops that are 
left to close than you need to 
support them by using them. 

But above all take part in the 
town’s Vision 2031 and help shape 
the Haverhill town centre of the 
future.

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Police set 
up cyber 
crime unit

Young musicians showcase their talent 


POLICE launched a new unit tar¬ 
geting cyber crime on Monday. 

The unit, based in Halesworth, 
will investigate all crimes made 
possible by computers and net¬ 
worked technology, from online 
fraud to child pornography and 
human trafficking. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore said: 
“This growing technological men¬ 
ace is a scourge in our society so I 
am delighted to support this extra 
investment in a dedicated cyber¬ 
crime unit for the county. 

“The pattern of crime is changing 
in Suffolk and one of the biggest 
changes is in cyber and internet 
crime. It has the potential to be a 
significant problem for our local 
communities and our businesses 
and I want to be sure that we do all 
we can to make sure Suffolk is 
ahead of the game.” 

The unit is a joint initiative 
between Norfolk and Suffolk 
Constabularies. They have 
released a series of videos warning 
about the dangers of online fraud 


to coincide with unit launch. 

The films are called 
#TooGoodToBeTrue, and feature 
different fraud scenarios including 
investment fraud, lottery fraud 
and online shopping fraud. 

Detective Superintendent Steve 
Mattin from the Norfolk and 
Suffolk Cyber and Serious Crime 
Directorate said: “People need to 
recognise the many types of cyber¬ 
crime, how it can affect them and 
how to protect themselves from it, 
as well as know how to report it if 
you suspect someone has - or is 
trying - to defraud you. 

“The films send out a clear mes¬ 
sage, that if an offer looks too good 
to be true, it probably is. You 
wouldn’t hand your money to a 
complete stranger in the street, so 
why do it online?”

The daredevil great-gran 
who has raised £10,000

ROSE Felloni, 69, is a grand¬ 
mother of 13 and great-grand¬ 
mother of seven - but that hasn’t 
stopped her skydiving and 
walking over hot coals for char¬ 
ity. 

Rose, who lives in Haverhill’s 
Sorrell Walk, took on the stunts 
to fundraise for the Prader-Willi 
Syndrome Association (PWSA), 
as well as Help For Heroes and St 
Nicholas Hospice Care. 

She also sells recycled goods to 
raise money for the PWSA, to 
fund research into the syndrome 
which caused her daughter 
Deena Renyard’s death in 2005. 

On the tenth anniversary of her 
daughter’s death, May 20, Rose 
was able to donate a whopping 
£10,000 to the association. 

She said: “The bank statement 
for my charity account came in, 
telling me I’ve got £10,500 in 
there. 

“It just sort of landed on the 
desk that particular morning 
and I thought: ‘Well, that’s a 
sign.’” 

Prader-Willi Syndrome causes 
the body not to recognise when 
someone has eaten enough. 

Rose said: “Deena literally ate 
herself to death. By the time she 
was diagnosed at 17, her habits 
were too far ingrained. Life

wasn’t very good to her.” 

Rose has been tirelessly fund¬ 
raising since Deena’s death, and 
two years ago she received a 
licence that allowed her to sell 
items from Haverhill’s local 
waste recycle centre. 

This has turned her into “a 
modern day Steptoe”, selling on 
items from broken flowerpots to 
still-wrapped presents. 

One of the most unusual items 
she has rehomed was a home¬ 
made pinball machine, which 
she sold to the granddaughter of 
the person who originally made 
it. Rose said: “I was a bit sorry I 
couldn’t throw any light on how 
it got to its final destination.” 

Over her decade of fundraising, 
Rose has also taken part in chal¬ 
lenges including a fire walk over 
hot coals, a sky-dive, and a wing- 
walk - on the top of a plane. 

She said about the wing-walk: 
“I hate heights, but it was the 
adrenaline. There’s something 
spurring you on. 

You’ve committed and you’ve 
got to do it.”

‘Hazard’ roundabout 
could be improved 


A NOTORIOUS round¬ 
about could be getting 
a revamp due to its 
reputation for sending 
drivers “spinning”. 

The Babraham 
roundabout on the 
A1307 from Haverhill 
to Cambridge could 
soon see changes to its 
lane markings and sig¬ 
nage after years of 
catching drivers off¬ 
guard. 

Last November, a 
Hills Road student was 
one of nine drivers 
whose cars went spin¬ 
ning off the road in the 
space of just two hours. 

His mum Linda 
Connor, of Moneypiece 
Close, Haverhill, wel¬ 
comed the news saying 
she was glad “someone 
is finally listening”. 

She said: “When we 
came to pick my son up 
after his accident, we 
witnessed another 
eight cars experience 
the same problem. 

“All seem to hit a cer¬ 
tain spot on the round¬ 
about and the car 
would spin between

180 and 360 degrees.” 

She added: “Following 
the accident, my hus¬ 
band and I now crawl 
around it, but there are 
no signs or anything 
saying this is a hazard¬ 
ous area for someone 
who doesn’t know it.” 

As well as potentially 
changing the rounda¬ 
bout’s layout, 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 
carried out a “grip test” 
to determine whether 
re-texturing work is 
needed. 

The proposals will 
then go to a road safety 
audit where a decision 
will be made. 

Peter Topping, county 
councillor for the area, 
said: “The main issues 
reported with loss of 
control at the rounda¬ 
bout seem to be from 
the east to the west 
along the A1307 so this 
manoeuvre was looked 
at in particular detail.”

County 
waste deal 
will last 
until 2020 

A NEW energy from waste 
plant will continue processing 
waste from Norfolk and 
Suffolk until at least 2020. 

This is an extension of an 
arrangement which will last 
until 2016. 

The plant burns the rubbish 
left after recycling, known as 
residual waste, as a fuel to 
create energy. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet member for 
environment and public 
protection, Cllr Matthew Hicks, 
said: “This is an extension of 
current arrangements which 
benefit both local authorities, 
saving each county in the 
region of £1 million between 
2014 and 2016. The extension 
of this agreement will not 
increase the volume of waste 
moved into Suffolk and the 
number of trucks transporting 
waste from Norfolk will not 
change. There are currently 
eight movements each day, 
moving around 40,000 tonnes 
of residual waste from 
Norfolk. 

“This is a good deal for 
taxpayers in both counties 
with both councils benefitting 
from economies of scale, 
because sending more waste 
to the Great Blakenham plant 
will reduces the treatment 
cost per tonne.”

FAMILIES could cut as much 
as 65 per cent off monthly fuel 
bills by making the switch to 
electric. This equates to a sav¬ 
ing of £22 each month, for the 
average UK family. 

Equivalent to a family meal, 
a trip to the cinema or new 
clothes; the extra cash may 
well tip the balance when it 
comes to picking the next 
family car, according to a 
recent study by Nissan. 

The UK families surveyed 
rated low running costs and 
safety as the top priorities 


when selecting a family car; 
far ahead of considerations 
such as comfort or perfor¬ 
mance. 

The findings, part of an 
expert study commissioned 
by Nissan to look at electric 
vehicle (EV) ownership and 
the role of the family car, sur¬ 
veyed motorists with children 
across the UK. 

Nissan engaged renowned 
anthropologists, Stripe 
Partners, to assess the every¬ 
day realities of electric vehi¬ 
cle ownership in the context 


of the demands and dynam¬ 
ics of subject families from 
the UK, the largest market in 
Europe for the Nissan Leaf in 
2014. In the UK, the Nissan 
Leaf clocked up 4,051 sales 
last year, more than doubling 
the volume sold in 2013 and 
becoming the largest market 
in Europe for the Nissan Leaf. 

And it’s easy to see why; one 
of the participants, Martin 
Brady from Dorridge, UK 
claimed to have saved £2,600 
since adopting the Nissan 
Leaf as the family’s primary

mode of transport. He 
said: “I’d be surprised 
if it costs me much 
more than a fiver (£5) 
a week. I mainly 
charge at work.” 

As many as 89 per 
cent of LEAF drivers 
charge overnight at 
home, benefiting from 
a cost per km of just 
three cents or less. 
This leads to ample 
savings for the average 
family, money which 
is being redeemed 
against a wide range of 
items, from solar pan¬ 
els to home improve- 
mentsf. 

The first detailed 
study of its kind into 
family motoring, the 
findings showed that 
all-electric vehicles 
such as the Nissan 
Leaf are no longer 
viewed as the “sec¬ 
ond car” having 
quickly become the 
primary family vehi¬ 
cle.
